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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to canine embry- 
onic stem cells, methods of cultivation and propaga- 
tion of the cells, and production of differentiated cells. 
The embryonic stem cells may be obtained by isolat- 
ing a canine embryo, culturing the embryo in the pres- 
ence of a feeder layer and one or more proliferation 
agent, removing a blastocyst outgrowth, and culturing 
the outgrowth in the presence of a fresh feeder layer. 
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
